Yew evidence at the trial of Sir Heary’Wilsoo’s murderers at 
the Old Rsiley, showed that Dunn and O'Sullivan had onblemished; 
careers inthe army until discharged for being severely wounded. 
Dunn-was pecsioned tijl 1920, after which he studied a: 2 Univer. 
sity in the hope of qualifying asa teacher. O'Sullivan was employ- 
ed at the Ministry of Labour atthe time of the assassination. The 
Judge refused to allow Donon toread a statement. because it was a 
political manifesto just.fying tne right to kill. Counsel fot the 
deferice, after a consultation with the prisoners, then withdrew from

the case. Dunn was allowed toaddress the jury and satd—-he had 
endeavoyred to strike a blow for his country,to which the principles 
for which the Great War had been foucsht bad not been applied.

The ‘results of a year's wear 
and tear. on the roads built 5p 
the American Red Cross, China 
Famine Relief, is reported on 
bythe former Directoz, Mr, John 
Earl Baker, in bis letter ta the 
National Headquaters, at Wash- 
ington. The interest in this 
report lies mainly in the com- 
Parison of the efforts'put forth by 
the authorities of the Provinces 
of Shantung, Shansi, Chibli, and 
Henan. in organizing a proper 
syatem of repair and upkeep. 

MR. BAKER'S REPORT. 

Mr, Baker says “ Nothing bis 
been done by the Province of 
Shsotung to fulfill its promises 
fo-the American Red Cross to 
maiotain these 485 miles of 
highway. There has been flood 
in certain areas, political distur- 
bances have threatened, and the 
cost of military forces keeps the 
Ptaxince jn poverty, These may 
all be offered as excuses, oras 
explanstioos,, why nothing has 
been done. But tha fact remains 
that the promises have not been 
kept. However, a large propor- 
tion of the rosds have recently 
been put into good repair by 
forces supported by the flood 
relief organizations. 
provinca hereafter doas not 
provide for maintenance, charit- 
able organizations mas well 
consider whether or not it may 
not be possible hereafter to 
relieve the destitute of such a 
province by offering employment 
in some otber province which 
has both the means and the qill 
to maintain the public utility 
construdted.” . . 

IN SHANSI PROVINCE. 

“In Shansi, on: the eighty 
miles of the Pingtingchaw Rost 
there bas been a constant patrol: 
in seven divisions. Trees have 
been planted along al moal, 
tbe entire length. Extra gangs 
are not-at work lengtheniog 
retaining well’ and recon 
structing. a few dips which. 
were poorly . designed. Tale- 
phone poles wére tying along the 
whole length prepsratory to 
militdry. telephone system beiag 
extended to this part of the pro 
vince, The Governor bes organiz: 
ed the five counties served by 
this road into a militia district. 
Within this district he proposes 
to abolish the standing army, and 
to conseript the youth of cartain 
age, who will give three months 
to intensive training. That period 
completed, shey will retura to 
their’ farms or theie forges, but 
may be called out under 
& reserve system in time 
of emergeosy. Barrecks. are 
now Leing built for the school 
jost south of Pingtingchow. ‘Lhis 


lis the first constructive attemp! 


toward the disbandment of troops 
in China.” 
DIGGING UP THE ROAD. 

“The Hantan-Taimingfo road 
in Chikli bas bad alittle repair 
done by contract forces from time 
to time.’ No carts whatever sre 
allowed on the road. The polic- 
ing of this feature is simplified by 
the novel dévice of digging at 
strategic places a well ip the 
middle of the road. This well is 
bricked op. and a-notch is cut 
inte each side of the road so that 
only about two feet is left on each 
side of the well Chinese carts 
have the animals. attached in 
tandem,—never asbreast. Ths 
animals will not cross these wells 
and they cannot tura out. A 
motor bus runs aleng the road 
and the fere for» 46 mile ride is 
$5.50.” 

MUCH FOOD FOR THOUGHT. - 

“The Honan road effords much 
food for thought ie connection 
with a road programme in China. 
It will ‘be ramembered that ‘this 
is the one road built ander Red 
Crosse direction, which ‘was

macqadamized. At prasent it ie . . 
folly’ as rongh as any of the un- 
maintained Shantung roads, As 
-}scon:aa the local carters found

“After the Red Cro¢s appro- 
priation for the Peking-Tientin 
highway bad been exhausted, tho 
American Advisory Committee 
added $50,000 local currency. 
This sum was insufficient to con- 
plete the road for ressons that 
bave been explained before, and 
and an additional. $100,000 was 
obtained by tho pledge of certain 
collateral furnished by organs of 
the Chinesa Govercment. With 
this sum, the rosd, so far as the 
earthwork was concerned, was 
about. to be completed to Tion- 
tsin. At this juncture, for pur- 
pases of his own, the Chief of 
Police of Tientsin directed an at- - 
tack upon the tabsurers which 
sneceeded- in driving them off. 
No Chinese were allowed apon 
the works withio this jerisdic- 
tion. These various happenings 
drew upon the said Chief of 
Police such @ storm of criticism 
that he undertook the remaining 
work with his own :foreas and 
completed the line into Tientsin, 
borrowing, so if is said, some 
$70,000 for the purpose. Lately 
carts have been using it indis- 
criminately end the surfsce has 
been made all bot impassible. 
Some excellent bridgas have been 
prt id place, however, and if cr- 
der and discipline are evar re- 
stored in this region: this high- 
way can be eAsily maintained as . 
a dirt road, or it may,be surfaced 
witb gravetor macadam.” — . 
AFFECT. UPON RELIEF METHODS.

This will also 
haveno inconsiderable effect upon 
the public attitudes toward the 
more effective utilization of the

a matter of course, the improve 
meot in cotton yarn gives 
8 ficient ancouragemant to 
weaving circles, bot the advance 
in prices of cotton yarn rons . 
ahead of ‘the serson for the 
preparation of weavings for 
winter clothes, with the result - 
that weaversate hesitating to buy 
cotton yarn at such high prices. . 
The cotton yarn market tends to . 
go higher, owing to tha strorg ° 
backing of the improvement in 
American raw cotton by the 
speculators and to its being the - 
season forkeendemand forcotion 
yero from weavers, and it, is 
expected that the quotations wil 
rise above Y300. Oo the othe 
band, weavers think it dangerous 
to buy cotton yarn, taking into 
consideration the reported re- 
trenchment policy in finance to © 
be adopted by the new Cabinet, 
and the probable adjustment of 
the prices of commodities. Such 
baing the case, transactions for. 
winter clothes wilt be much 
deldyed this year. Transactions 
for flannolette, however, aregoing 
fon promisingly, but they sre 
chiefly for speculation. Oo the 
whole, the market is disinclined 
to bave anything to do with 
winter clothes at present.—/apen 
Chronicles .
